One of the ^Jaong articles is Senator R u ssell Disse nts (as he did, by the b & way, 
strongly.) It is more than 15,000 words and I 1 maiding to it to make it into a book. I've 
added 'about 70,000 words to it. Including much that reminds me of you. ^hus I write.
